“Virginia” Bradley always has a few about 
him that run in the mud. Consequently he 
scored with St Rupert in the first race and 
Judge Warden in the last. The grandly bred St 
Rupert was a 30 to 1 chance without backing. 
Bradley bet his limit on Judge Wardell and got 
as good as 8 to 1 for the money. 

Little Slack rode St. Rupert, and stealing a 
march on the starter, got clear of his field in 
the first furlong. From there he won all the 
way. Judge Wardell was also lucky in getting 
away well. He led all the way. Dave Waldo 
was the favorite and heavily played, but he 
rcould not outrun a bad horse. The second 
choice, Algareta, also finished in the rear divi- 
sion and the ring amassed wealth over the race. 

Only one favorite, Donna Rita, won and the 
public got quite a drubbing on the day. Donna 
Rita was in the fourth event. She was always 
about evens. Tommy Burns rode Tony Licalzi’s 
houest and handsome filly well. She made Mon- 
creith look cheap, and won pulled up. 

Coralis, a “good thing” from Ed Trotter’s 
stable, won the second race all the way. Joe 
Black had $1000 on the filly and it averaged 2i 
to 1. Everett rode her and got a running start. 

Benamela was favorite for the third, but after 
leading for seven furlongs Donation got up and 
passed him and won handily.
